RICHMOND AND ITS EXVIRONE.

The principn! fentare that strikes every ono who aces
Richmond for the first tme i its curions topogranhy.
From the James river, which, tumbling aver ita rocky bed,
makee n wide bend here, with ite convex face to the ity
rige, without any regard to uniformily of direction, some
bhalf dogen hille, of grave! formation, ang of pretty conkld-
erable elevallon Thero has never beon any siiempt o
grade them into leve streets, but the city 8 ecattered
promiscuously up and on and over them, Jusl as fashion
tants or buginess mny bave happened to diotate. Tho
principal part of vhe city, however, occupies actually only
ooe of those elevations, and tho garden spot of Lhat ons
8 the Capilol equare, whers standa the buidiag
of which Jefferson procured the design in Fraoce,
but which, bowever magnifieent it may have been
deemed In the simple, unsstentatiovs days i which
L wan built, is certainiy ot to be lamded now either (or
its beauty or for it adaptation to the wantsof a State
Legislature, moch less to thoge of u Congress of Coufede.
rote States.  Within the samo esclosure i the Governor's
mansion, where poor John Leteher, badgered anid ballied
and blackguarded on )l sides, roeigng Bimseil 10 Lis (ule,
nod, if sif be true that the Examiner charges, iries
to baguile (L with jolly living, In the centre of the agnare
i the beautiful cquestrian glatue of Washington, looking
as calm and serono and commanding a2 if the city which
he overlooks was not the centre and hotbed of the foalest
treason that ever showed it=elf In the light of day. The
pedestal |s designed for eight other statues of distingulished
Virginians, but shree of which have yet heen put
in their places. Thoese are Jofferson, Heory and Masot—
not the arrogunt self-conoeited blockhead who recontly
represented the State in the Seuate nt Waehington, and
has now gous seeking recognition at London, as the diplo
matic roj tiye of jondom, Latwa far parer,
winer and more patriotic namesake of his. Hern also is
& smoall statue to Honry Clisy.

THE UNIOF PRIBONERE OF WAR.

Richmond Las really but one businese thoroughfare.
That js Main street. Most of the hotels, banks, nows-
paper offiees and stores are logated on it. It extends
northward into the opeaconntry, asd southoastward ton
miburb ealled Rocketts. In this latter scction of it aro
situated some of the tobacco warghouses whaero our
Union prisoners are now confinod,  [The map whick we

fore to be made quietly, patiently, acd on whatever
elight dats may be casually presented or acquired. My
obaervation leads me to think that thers nre, on the ave-
rage, two busdred men confined in each of 1hese ware.
bouece, huddied together, with not  much more
regard to health than o bhumsoe capinio of o
slaver would show to his freight of cniigrants from
tha Congo river (o the Huvana, The jower Uoors are as-
signed to the nfficers, the windows being strongly grated;
the upper onesare occupled by the pask and fle of our
men who fell nto thy rebels’ bands nl Munnssas and slse
where. The condition of all, officers nud men, L pitiable
and deplorabie to the Inst degree, and not another day
ehonld be lost withont our government adopting some
means by which ita frithful but unfortunate ndherenty o
Richimond may be rescaed from their miseries and re-
slared to the light of freadom and the comforia of bome.
These men ought not Lo be sacrificed any longer Lo 4 mers
diph to or politieal lty. 1ty, reason,
Justice, eonunon sense, all appoal in tones that should not
bie iguored, for 4 prompt termination to the senscless quib”
bloof which those brave men are the vietims.

In the wektorn saction of the city, on the bank of the
Jumes river, 18 tho State Arsepal, a Jargs, substantial
building, where arms are being maunufectured. Quite
close to it are she Tredegar fron works, an extensive con-
cern, which has done nothing sinco April last execpt
ciet cannon and balls for the use of the rebels, The sume
day that the pewe of the fall of Fort Sumier reashod
Richmond the rebel flag was holsted from the grounds of
the Trodegar—not, however, by the propristors, but by a
party composed of several rebel memberg of the State
Gonventjon then in session, ono of the oditors of Lhe
Enquirer, and Colonel Moore, of the First Virginia Mi-
litls. Thia latter gentleman is an Irishman by birth,

whare more of our Union prisoners are 1. The
bulk of them, however, inve beea sent farther South.
CHURCH HILI AXD THE HOSPITALS.

Near the summit of the clevation known as Church Iiil
is o large, old fashioned brick bullding known as the alma
honse, 1t bne been converted from its original purposs,
ardd now serves as an hespital for our eick and wounded.
Rigters of Charity come and go, untiring angels of conso-
lation, and the hearse is kept in constant requisition, so
great is the mortality that provalls here, Many of the
private houses in tho vicinity are also convorted fnto
wmporary hospituls, As o general thiog, the former re-
sidonta of this part of the city have gone elsowhers since
the location of the hospitals here; and now on every twenth
heuss or more you see waving a little dirty, whitish-yel-
1ow g, denoting o Ingareito, The Odd Fellows' Hall, on
Proad glrect, is wlso used us o genoral hoapital. A great
denl of pickness provails in'the Confoderate army. Somo
wholo rogimenis have heen completely ravaged by small-
pox. Muchof the sickness g ascribed to the putrefied
ginte of the ammosphere around Manassas, arising from
lie unburied bodies of men und borees Kilied in the bat
tia of Bull ran: and great dissatisfaction was expressed
agninet  Deauregard for  keeping bLis  army thire
instosd  of  advancing ngainkl Washington. On the
most commanding part of Chureh hill still  stands,

with more consideration, and are allowed to consult their
comfort 8o far a8 o ocoupy town quartere.  Tho
hotels are consequantly crammed with them from
garret to bagemont, There may be from eight to
tén thousand soldwers around Richmoud, but thegy
are not regarded, es 1 sald, m  the lght of
a gurrison, but only as apprentioes acquiring their inil-
atory lesacns in military life, Thoy are, therefore, kopt
congtantly on the move; thosa who have had the advantago
of,a five or #ix weeks training giving place 1o new handa.

They have commenced to erect wooden barracks and
huts for the suldiers a4 ihe warious cncampmenis, the
most numerons and extonsive belng on the fuir w'i:ound.e
to the north of the eity.  These erections are beooming so
extensivo ng (o lend to the fden that alarge part of the
rebol nrmy in Virginia are to Winter in Richumond,

valor. 1bave often thought that the negroes, with the
cunning of their race, muke a show of hostility to North*
ern prisoners only the better to ward off suspielon from
themsolves, and gain the good will and confidence of tho
white folks.

They hayve inereased thelr rotes for board from twenty-
five to Ofty per cent. The Exchange and Bullards—
which constitute really but one establishment—chargs
two und o halfl dollurs per day, and the Bpotlawood:

themselves rich only in worthless shinplasters, Nevor-
thelcss the people donot seem inclived to ook far into
the fiturs, and aa bank notes, fsuod jn volimited supply,
and without any regard 10 a eorresponding capital, wil
pags gurrout o trade, there do nod appear Lo bo very
bard times. Those brances of trade that are coonecied
with articlis of lusury ; or srticlos not of the frst peces-
nily, are entirely riined, avd many are U émipty stores
(hint can bo soen (o Maln sireet, sllenl wilnessss againgt
(o maduoss of the hour, Sull the sidewalics ape erowded:
with pedestrmus, and on the whole Rioclunond may bo
sl to be o guy eity.
